TO THE EDITOR: 

What's the difference 
between these two economic 
concepts: ‘From each 
according to his ability, to 
each according to his needs,” 
and ‘‘the graduated income 
tax.” Answer: The first was 
espoused by Karl Marx; the 
latter is the concept behind the 
current federal tax code. 

The current U.S. tax code 
punishes hard work and 
success. The harder you work, 
the greater a percentage of 
your income is confiscated by 
the federal government. They 
then distribute your money “to 
each, according to his needs.’’ 
Except, as George Orwell 
reminds us, ‘‘some need more 
than others.’”. 

* Sen. Peter Fitzgerald is an 
advocate of lower taxes, a cap 
on the property tax and 
another look at the current 
federal tax-code. This second 
look at the tax code, the IRS, 
and loopholes for the rich is an 
idea whose time has come. 

One idea he has suggested 
we look into further is the flat 
tax. The flat tax eliminates 
loopholes for the rich (known 
as ‘‘deductions”’ that it takes a 
CPA to find).

For the thousands of Illinois 
residents who work in St. Louis, 
getting there is sometimes a 
frustrating experience — and it will 
only get worse.

Hargrove approves of 
Lambert expansion 


MidAmerica Airport director defends plan

MidAmerica Airport director Rick Hargrove doesn’t see a 


problem with the expansion of Lambert International Airport 
and the fact that MidAmerica is not being used. 





He made the comments at a Bi-State open house held: last 
week for the MetroLink expansion.

WINGS program lifting those 
needing care, lacking funds

The WINGS campaign seeks to lift area 
residents’ health through generous financial 
contributions. 

St. Elizabeth Medical Center’s WINGS 
campaign supports the’Koch Family Health 
Center, which provides health services to those 
lacking financial means, are unemployed or 
without insurance. 

John Mohl, spokesperson for SEMC, said the 
campaign isin its seventh year. Even though it 
has a formal, limited time period, people 
donate to the campaign year-round. 

“It’s just like coming to the doctor's office,’’ 
Mohl said. “(At the Koch Center) people see 
the same doctor. They come for health 
checkups, treatment for the flu, diabetes, 
hypertension.”” 

Yearly, the Koch Center sees 20,000 patients, 
nearly half of them children, he said. Children 
can receive immunizations, among other 
services. 

“The idea is that doctors catch problems 
early on rather-than having parents bring their 

children to the ER at 3 in the morning,’’ Mohl

“It was the best of times...it was the worst of times.” 
Charles Dickens’ A Tale of Two Cities begins with these 
words. 

In the view of local leaders, these are the best of times for 
two local communities, O’Fallon and Fairview Heights. 

These Cities have experienced phenomenal growth and 
prosperity in the last 20 years due, in no small measure, to 
the development of Interstate 64, according to officials. 

Annual sales tax revenues are proof positive of the 
highway’s impact 

Barb ckin, supervisor in the Fairview Heights 
‘Treasurer’s office, said annual sales tax revenues from the 
1970-71 fiscal year were $212,718, while the same taxes from 
1997 were more than $6 million. 

“The largest increase was during the 1974-75 fiscal year,” 
Mackin said.‘‘We showed an increase of $600,000. It was our 
first year of being over a million.”

Blaies said surrounding cities have had an important 
impact on economic growth and that the interstate has 
provided easy access to the two cities. 

“Pairv! Ieights, with a population of just over 14,000, 
could never support 900 businesses alone. That would only be 
15 people per business,” Blaies said. Mayor Gail Mitchell, 
who has lived in the city since 1963, has seen first-hand the

It’s amazinjz what a breath of fresh air 
can do. 

Take these |:-wo Pontiacs, for example: 
the GTX Ram Air Grand Prix ‘and the 
Firebird Trans Am with the WS6 Ram Air 
option. The nastrils in their hoods allow 
their engines tio inhale cool air, which 
boosts-horsepewer by 10 in the case of the 
GTX and by 15 for the Trans Am. 

Both can be bought at your Pontiac deal- 
er, but the GT:X is not a regular factory 
option like the WS6 package. The GTX 
was created by SLP Engineering, creators 
of the Pontiac |"irehawk and Chevrolet 
Camaro SS. 

The GTX Grand Prix is the newest offer- 
ing from SLP, {and it transforms this 
already attractive sedan into a real eye- 
catcher, Turning a standard Grand Prix 
into a GTX is done by adding the follow- 


ing: 

ya composite hood with a fresh-air intake 
connected to a forced-air induction system 
and a K & N air filter ($2,499). This Sys- 
tem adds 10 horsepower to the 3800 V-6 or 
5 horsepower to the 3100 V-6. 

A free-flow, stainless steel exhaust in 
back of the catallytic converter ($799) con- 
tributes a powerful sound plus another 10 
horsepower to the 3800 engine and 5 horse- 
power to the 3100! ($299) 

For improved handling, as well as maxi- 
mum visual effect, SLP offers 17-inch

Other SLP optidns include a power sun 
roof ($799), Homelink universal transmit- 
ter built into the sun visor ($149), special 
floor mats ($119) and a car cover ($179).

I drove one of SLP’s demonstrators, 
based on the supercharged Grand Prix 
GTP, that costs about $25,000 when well 
equipped. The intake system, exhaust, 
tires/wheels and floor mats add another 
$5,416, boosting the total price to roughly 
$30,416 
Decked out in bright red, it looked terrif- 
and got numerous stares. Even at the 
first twist of the key, the additional horse- 
power was noticeable. The System has a 
deeper rumble than stock, although it is 
not loud enough to be bothersome to back 
seat passengers. 

Throttle response felt sharper, which ‘it 
would with 20 more horsepower. Under 
full throttle the supercharger’s whine 
seemed to be a little louder than a stock 
Grand Prix, but GTX buyers will likely 
love the extra noise. 

Using the built-in trip computer to check 
mile-per-gallon figures, I recorded 18.2 in 
the city and 26.6 on the highway. Not bad, 
considering the stock vehicle is rated at 13 
city and 28 highway. 

he Firebird Trans Am convertible was 
more of a brute compared with the GTX 
Ram Air. The 5.7-liter V-8 is a derivative 
of the engine found in the Corvette, and it 
really snarls when you unleash all of its 
320 horses. Our test car had the six-speed 
manual transmission, and its mandatory 
first-to-fourth skip-shift feature in slow 
driving was enough to make me select the 
automatic transmission instead. This 
engine has so much low-speed power that 
the automatic actually works better in 
most situations. 

For $3,150, the WS6 or Ram Air package

vertible exhibited a fairsamount of body 
shake over bumps. Instrumentation is 
complete and the seats are tight but offer 
a lot of lateral support 

The Trans Am is a macho machine, like 
a four-wheeled Harley-Davidson. It is tar- 
geted at buyers who want a genuinely fast 
car with blistering acceleration and a top 
track speed of nearly 150 mph. This is not 
a car for young or inexperienced drivers. 

The price of a loaded Grand Prix is 
approximately $25,000. Add in SLP’s 
induction system, exhaust, wheels and 
floor mats, and the sticker price is $30,415. 

The Firebird Trans Am convertible 
starts at $30,245. Add in the- Ram Air WS6 
package at $3,150, traction control for $450 
and adjustable bucket, seats for $155 and 
the sticker price jumps to $34,535 3
